that you have relations with the great 
world through the school, the church, the 
government, through trade or business, 
and socially through your friends and 
companions. That is not all, but that 
will do very well to begin with. 


First get all the information you can 


about the school system of your state. 
Ask the teacher all the questions you 
can think of. If you are a country boy, 
there is probably a prudential commit- 
teemtm in your district. Ask him what 
he has to do. Then get at the superin- 
tending committeeman and ask him 
questions.

to build schoolhonses and pay the teach- 
er, if you live in a village large enough 
to have graded schools, find out how the 
system is organized, from the primary 
grade up to the high school. Let nothing 
escape yon that yon can possibly learn.,_ 


Then the churches in your town—study 


them. Yon may not find it easy to get 
at the differences of belief that separate 
the Methodists from the Baptists and the, 
Congregationalists from the Presbyteri- 
ans, but your minister or any minister 
will probably lend you books that will 
tell something about creeds and faiths. 


Then make yourself a master of the 


system of government or control in the 
various churches. Inquire what churches 
have bishops, what ones elders, what ones 
deacons, and what the powers and duties 
of these church officers are. In short, 
learn in how many ways, -and go as far 
as you can, why one church organization 
is different from another, 


Next comes government. It is a big 


subject—take it up in detail. Your father 
is a county commissioner or a selectman 
or a town clerk. That is a capital oppor- 
tunity. Get him to tell you all he knows 
about the duties of town and county offi- 
cers—who lays out new roads and closes 
old ones, who sees to it that the paupers 
are housed and fed, who determines how 
large a sum shall be raised by taxes in 
the town, how much each taxpayer's 
share shall be .and what shall bo done 
with tho money. 


If one of your father's neighbors is a 


member of the legislature, persuade him 
to tell you how bills are introduced, re- 
ferred to committees, reported, discussed, 
amended and passed or enacted as laws. 
He will toll you that bills,-after they 
have been passed by the assembly or 
house of representatives, must be passed 
also by the senate and signed by the gov- 
ernor, biit that only opens up new fields 
for your investigation. 


If perchance another neighbor is to 


go as a delegate to the Republican or the 
Democratic convention to help nominate 
his party's candidate for the presidency, 
get him to tell you all about the party 
machinery by which conventions are as- 
sembled and candidates named; about 
the town caucuses, the count&pr district 
convention, the state convention, the 
national convention and the delegates to 
it, their number and their duties; also 
about the electoral college and its work. 


This will lead you into inquiries and 


studies in respect to parties and politics 
and state and federal governments that 
will be iu the highest; degree interesting 
and profitable. 


So in regard to business. Ask. the 


village storekeeper where he buys his 
uloths, his crockery, his molasses and his 
hardware, and where they were got by 
the man of whom he bought them, and 
so on until you have traced them to their 
origin. You will in this way learn some- 
thing of wholesale trade and manufac- 
turing, something about notes, credits, 
insurance, transportation by rail am 
water and quite likely something about 
the tariff. 


Opportunities for this kind of home 


study and training will multiply as you 
follow them up until the field of. researcl 
broadens out surprisingly. Your mine 
will broaden with it, and in following 
out these pleasant paths of commoi 
knowledge yon will acquire a fund o: 
information that will be constantly use 
ful to yon in future years of newspaper 
work.—Henry R. Miller in Youth's Com 
panion.

CROOKED CUSTOMS OFFICERS. 


It has been repeatedly charged that a 


large percentage of the dutiable goods 
coming to the United States were ad- 
mitted free or upon the payment of a 
nominal duty, .through the connivance 
of crooked custom house officials. The 
accidental bursting of a package by 
falling oif a dray in the San Francisco 
custom 
house proved that those 


charges were well founded, as it re- 
vealed the fact that goods invoiced as 
cotton were high priced woolens. A 
few bales in each consignment con- 
tained such goods aa the invoice indi- 
cated and these bales were invariably 
.selected for inspection by the customs 
officers. Now it is shown that orooked- 
ness of the character accidentally dis- 
closed in San Francisco has been 
practiced in the New York custom 
house for years, and that not only the 
revenue, but honest importers, who did 
not understand division and silence, 
were defrauded by officials, who were 
paid by the people to collect the duty 
on imported articles. 


The New York Dry Goods Chronicle 


makes explicit charges of corruption 
in the special examiner's department 
of the appraiser's office at the port of 
New York. It says from time to time 
the papers have referred to maladminis- 
tration by customs officials and efforts 
have been made to bring the perpe- 
trators to justice, but the ring in the 
Secretary of the treasury's office at 
Washington, with its connections in the 
custom house, prevented investigation. 


The last year and a half of Harrison's 


administration was notorious for the 
discovery of frauds in the custom 
service at New York The cases in- 
volved criminally about one hundred 
persons connected with the custom 
service, but not more than two oFthree 
were punished. Proof was ample, but 
politicians were powerful and when 
necessary their power was invoked to 
save a head.

QUEEN UUVOKAIANI. 


Her Euro?, to Washington Arrive In 


Honolulu. 


Special to the JOUBSAI.] 


HONOLULU (via San Francisco), April 


a—The steamship Alameda, which ar- 
rived here yesterday, brought among 
her passengers Paul Neumann and 
Prince David Kawanauakoa, the de- 
posed queen's envoys to Washington; 
W. B. Castle, one of the Hawaiian com- 
missioners, and H. M. Sewell, formerly 
United States consul-general to Samoa. 
E. 0. McFarlane, another of the ex- 
ponents of the queen's side, was also 
aboard. 


Neumann and Prince David were 


met by a delegation and escorted to the 
royal carriage, which was in waiting, 
and driven rapidly to the residence of 
Liiliuokalani, where they explained the 
results of their mission. Seen subse- 
quently Neumann stated that he had 
anjoyed his trip to Washington. 


"I went there," he said, " in the in- 


terest of the queen to prevent if possi- 
ble an injustice being done. I favored 
the appointment of a commissioner to 
examine into the state of affairs before 
judgment was pronounced, and I have 


held its last executive **ni<«i tkto 
afternoon and every nomination by the 
president up to date was confirmed, 
with thfl exception of Hewson Lannon 
to be United States marshal for Dela- 
ware, which was sent in to-day. The 
senate by its action in executive ses- 
sion also failed to make public the 
text of the treaty recently negotiated 
with Bussia, and that convention, along 
with the treaty with France, remains 
among the secret archives of the state 
department and executive clerk of the 
senate. There is excellent authority 
for stating that the United States gov- 
ernment has concluded a treaty with 
the government of Ecuador by wiitoh 
the United States is given the right to 
acquire a coaling station in the Galla- 
pagos islands, a position of vantage in 
the Pacific ocean, and so situated as to 
be of vast importance to naval vessels. 


This important concession is the re- 


sult of negotiations between B. B. 
Mahoney, United States minister to 
Ecuador, and the Eouadorean depart- 
ment of foreign affairs. The treaty, it 
is said, was signed some time last 
month and immediately forwarded to 
Washington.

Special to the JOURNAL.] 


NEW YORK, April 16.—An order was 


received at the sub-treasury at New 
STork to-day suspending the issue of 
?old certificates in accordance with 
ehe provisions of the act of congress 
/nly 12th, 1882, which says when gold 
join or bullion held in the treasury for 
the redemption of United States notes 
ealls below $100,000,000 the issue of 
Jertiflcates shall cease. The gold cer- 
tificates in common use are those 
issued under the act of July 12th, 1892. 


The acting assistant treasurer in 


charge of the sub-treasury said: "This 
atep on the part of the secretary of the 
treasury simply means the carrying 
out of the provisions of the law. It 
does not mean the government will 
receive any deposits in gold coin 
and refuse to pay back in kind. Any 
one who deposits gold coin here will 
receive legal tender notes; in other 
words, instead of issuing for gold de- 
posits certificates which are necessarily 
redeemable in gold, the treasury will 
issue legal tender notes for which gold 


i will always be paid if demanded

made. The White house was barely 
ready for occupation in 1800, while only 
the senate wing of the capitol was fin- 
ished, and that was afterward torn 
down. From historical accounts the 
city of Washington was not very pre- 
jossessing in appearance in 1800, when 
lie seat of government was transferred 
here. The White house and the Senate 
wing of the capitol were the only build- 
ings of any size or note. Swamps, with 
a tangle of underbrush and elder 
bushes, covered what is now the hand- 
some Pennsylvania avenue, while a 
virgin forest covered the upper portion 
of the city. A mere bridle path led 
from the White house to the capitol, 
and even a roadway had not been cut 
out It was a border settlement. 
Hardly half a dozen substantial build- 
ings had been erected. The population 
in 1800 was 2,500, and in 1810 it was but 
10.000. Those were in the days of 
Jeffersonian simplicity, and palaces of 
elegance and liveried footmen were not 
a concomitant of legislation. Patriot- 
ism and love of country filled the 
hearts of Americans. Legislation was 
controlled by pure legislators. States- 
men whose wisdom made the future of 


permanent nature. In 1880 Pennsyl- 
vania avenue was paved, but the work 
was exceedingly poor. 


In 1840 the population was 24,000; in 


1850 it had increased to 40,000, and hi 
1860 to 61,000. The period from 1820 to 
I860 forms one of intense interest 
Some of the most famous debates in 
Congress took place. It was in the 
days of Calhoun, Webster and Clay, 
and the period just preceding 1860 was 
the most momentous in our history. 
As I am at present confining my de- 
scriptions to the city itself, I shall re- 
serve a discussion of this interesting 
topic for some future letter and give in

The Actions of People Influenced

The Women's 
Educational and Industrial union has 
just added to its numerous departments 
for women's work the well equipped 
hand laundry, located in Longwood, 
which has been ably managed during 10 
years past by a number of well known 
ladies in Brookline. The Women's union, 
in its office of public educator, has un- 
dertaken this new venture with a desire 
to solve the problem of organizing laun- 
dry work in the manner most profitable 
to womankin&in general— with just re- 
numeration to those who labor therein, 
reasonable charges to the customer, and 
fair profit to the institution which as- 
sumes the management. 


The work is done under the most fa- 


vorable and healthful conditions, in 
country air, with a copious supply of 
pure, soft water, in well ventilated rooms 
devoted solely to the use of the laundry 
and by carefully trained and skilled 
workwomen, thus obviating the princi- 
pal objections housewives have enter- 
tained against sending this work out of 
their own households. Specialization of 
labor is a modern tendency too strong 
to be resisted. — Boston Transcript.
